‘Secret Ballot to Be Taken. 


At last night’s meeting the move intended 
as the culminating blow wes arranged. The 
labor representatives agreed to perform their 
part of the bargain and promised that the 
locals should be called together as soon as 
possible and the Members given the oppor- 
tunity to vote on ending the strike. A secret 
ballot will de taken, according to the rules 
of the union, but the union leaders will tell 
the men plainly it is to their interest and 
the majority of them will be reinstated in the 
packing plants. 

What doubt existed as to the position of 
the switchmeén in the strike was dispelled 
last night by Grand Master Frank Hawley 
of the organization. Hawley, at a meeting 
of the union, said the men would remain at 
work. 

Donnelly Addresses a Meeting. 

Donnelly’s bint at a vote was made at 
Morgan and Thirty-sixth streets. It was 
a néighborhood meeting, and was attended 
by 1,500 strikers, their wives, and children. 
West of Morgan street there is a large va- 
eant tract extending from Thirty-fifth street 
to the stockyards, and several blocks wide. 

„ This strike will be continued,“ said Don- 

nelly, until the officers of the union are 
instructed by the members to call it off. I 
ordered the walkout in accordance with the 
referendum vote of the men. I cannot myself 
order the men back. . 
It may be that in two or three days the 
moers of the union will ask you for instruc- 
tions. Then whatever is done will be done 
by you members, and not by me or my asso- 
clates. 

“I believe in the initiative and the referen- 
dum. I believe the best way to educate the 
masses is by placing upon them the respon- 
sibilities of self-government. This is the 
strike of your organization, which alone can 
terminate it. If this question is placed be- 
fore you, as it may be soon, you will have 
to decide, and your officers merely will have 
to carry out your expressed will." 


Fifty Stock Handlers Go Back. 

Fifty live stock handlers in the evening 
called 6n Supt. Ashby of the Union Stock- 
yards and Transit company and asked that 
they be given their old positions. Mr. Ashby 
complied, and the men will return to work 
in the morning. This is the first organized 
break in the handlers’ strike. 


Open Shop in New York. 
Discussing the calling off of the strike in 
New York, a representative of the United 
Dressed Beef company said that it would 
take a little time to provide places for all of 


the strikers to whom they could give posi- 


tions. 

In calling off the strike,“ he said, the 
men go back to work on the open shop basis. 
That is understood, and no walking delegates 
will be allowed to enter the plants.“

TRY TO STOP MEAT TRAIN: 
TEAR UP RAILWAY TRACKS. 
Four Hundred Men Made Attack at 
Forty-ninth and Morgan Streets, Re- 
moving Stretch of Rails. 


Attempting to intercept an outgoing meat 
train, on the Chicago Junction railway, a 
crowd of strike sympathizers last night de- 
stroyed thirty feet of track and attacked a 
number of yard employés who were on the 
train. The train left the yards at 9 o’clock, 
and the strikers, 400 strong, prepared for 
their attack at Forty-ninth and Morgan 
streets. They had mare an u l at- 
tempt earlier in the evening to intercept 
another train. 

When the train was stopped a call was 
sent to the stockyarde police station, and 
Lieut. Prim, with policemen, went to the 
scene of the riot. The strikers left before 
the police reached the place, and no arrests 
were made. 

Attempts were made to repair the track, 
but the train was not able to pass until

DEEP.GLOOM IN ST. PETERSBURG 


Bitter Disappointment at the Russian 
Capital Over the Abandonment 
of Liacyang.

There is still much doubt as 
to whether Kouropatkin is continuing his re- 
treat, or whether, indeed, he has been able 
to do 80, but the public so far is not aware 
of Gen. Stakelberg’s narrow escape from be- 


ing cut off. 
The situation, as it is known to date, is 


that the Russian army is south of the branch

Lull in the Fighting. 

Actual fighting seems to have been sus-

RUSSIANS SAVE THE RAILROAD. 


All the Rolling Stock Sent Across the 
River Before Liaoyang Was 
Abandoned. 


YENTAI, Sept. 3.—{Delayed.]—The battle 
continued with great flarceness up to Friday. 
The Russians evacuated Liaoyang, but got 
the bulk of, their rolling, stock across the 
river safely. A mew station, with locomo- 
tives, trains, etc., was established several 
miles north of the Taitze river; as was also 
a general station for the Red Cross. - 

On Sept. 2, the fourth day of the battle of 
Liaoyang, and the-tenth of the general ad- 
vance, the battle commenced at dawn on 
both sides of the Taitze river. The Japanese 
advanced early in.the morning in the direc- 
tion of the Yentai mines, which were de- 
fended by twelve battalions. 

Owing to the superiority of the Japanese 
this force was giving way, preparatory to re- 
tiring on its rear position, when fresh men 
were brought up, which enabled it to retain 
its former position. | 

From the left bank of the Taitze the Jap- 
anese persistently bombarded -Liaoyang, 
their shells reaching as far as the railway 

Jap Assaults Persistent. 

The Russian troops on Sept. 1 occupied the 
main line, where the Japanese assaults were 
persisten d deadly, and the Russians not 
only stood off the attacks, but took the offen- 
sive, broke the Japanese lines, and occupied 
a village in front of the position. 

The advance through the Chinese corn, 
which was over fourteen feet high, was diffi- 
cult, though the stalks had been cut down in 
places. : 

The Russians pushed forward in the face 
of all obstacles, and, reaching the Japanese 
lines, drove in an assault before which the 
Japanese fied, leaving piles of corpses. The 
Russian losses also were heavy. 

On the evening of Sept. 2 a large Japanese 
foree occupied the right bank of the Taitze 
river. It is reported to consist of the whole 
of Gen. Kuroki's and Nodzu’s armies, Gen. 
Oku alone remaining south of Liaoyang. 
Getting Out of Llaoyang. 

On Sept. 1, owing to the extreme fatigue of 
Gens.

STANDS OFF BOSTON POLICE FOR 
FIVE HOURS. 


First Tries to Kill Her Huasband, and 
When Patrolmen Come She Kills 
One of Them and Wounds Another— 
Finally Overcome by Fumes of 


Germicide and Taken te the Sta- 


tion House While Still Uncon- 
scious. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 
Minnie McKenzie, living in Falcon street in 
East Boston, tried to kill her husband today, 
did kill Patrolman A. M. Sturdivant, wounded 
another officer, and for five hours defied a 
squad of ten policemen, who were trying to 
arrest her. : 

While barricaded in her home she amused 
herself by occasionally throwing open a 
street window and firing a revolver into the 
crowd of 5,000 persons which had congre- 
gated. So far as known no one among the: 
spectators was injured by the woman's target 
practice. 


Made Helpless by Germicide. 


Finally tonight the police resorted to the 
use of chemicals to effect her arrest. A 
quantity was injected into her room through 
the keyhole, and, after a time, the fumes 
overcame her. She was still unconscious 
when placed in the police station. 

Two revolvers and a large quantity of am- 
munition were found in the woman's room, 
whence she had fired more than fifty shots at 
the police and the crowd outside. 

Mrs. McKenzie is 34 years of age and of 
powerful frame. She became violently in- 
sane soon after the dinner hour, and, secur- 
ing a revolver of heavy caliber, began shoot- 
ing at her husband. but none of the shots 
took effect. McKenzie notified the East 
Boston police station and four patroimen 
were sent to the house. When they arrived 
Mrs. McKenzie had retired to a front.room, 
locked the door, and barricaded it with a 


bureau. 
Kills One Policeman. 


The officers succeeded in getting the door 
partly open when the woman pushed the 
muzzle of a revolver through the opening 
and fired four shots, three of the bullets 
striking Patrolman Sturdivant. He died in 
a hospital tonight. 

A hurry call was sent to police headquar- 
ters, and a squad of ten policemen was sent 
to the scene with orders to capture the 
woman without injuring her. The police 
made repeated attempts to dislodge her, but 
every sound of a voice or footstep in the 
hall was the signal for, a fusillade of shots 
from the front room, the bullets passing 
through the barricaded door. A bullet struck 
Patrolman John Burke, but the wound is 
not serious.

JOSEPH BURNS IS KILLED AND 
PETER BURNS WOUNDED. 


Men Employed as Watchmen by the 
Chicage and Alton Railroad Eu- 
counter Resistance While Trying to 
Drive Hunters from the Read’s Right 
of Way Near Thirty-sixth Street and 
Kedzie Avenue—Men Who Do the 
Shooting Escape. 


One brother was killed and another severe- 
ly wounded shortly before midnight when 
they tried to prevent two hunters from tres-

shooting escaped, « | 

The man killed was Joseph Burns, 32 years 
old. Peter Burns, his brother, was shot in 
the back and may not recover. The men were 
employed as railroad watchmen and lived at 
Union avenue and Forty-third street. 

The police were notified wf the shooting 
by Joseph Hanhall, a saloonkeeper at 3618 
Kedzie avenue. He said he heard the report 
of the weapons and when he ran from his 
saloon he saw two men, carrying guns, run- 
ning south in Kedzie avenue. Going farther, 
he told the police, he found the bodies of the 
brothers near each other. Joseph Burns was 
dead and the other was unconscious. Peter 
Burns was taken to the county hospital. 


Stranger Shoots and Flees. 

In a quarrel with a man whose identity is 
not known to the police, Michael Mitchutes, 
29 years old, 242 Forquer street, was shot 
and probably fatally wounded last night 
when in a saloon at 240 Forquer street. 
The man was taken to the county hospital, 
where his condition early this morning was 
said to be critical. 

According to the police, Mitchutes and the 
other man were at a table in the saloon when 
they quarreled. After several minutes’ dis- 
pute the other man arose and fired at Mit- 
chutes.

There is a section of the anti-trust law 
which reads, Every person who shall mo- 
nopolize, or attempt to monopolize, any part 
of the trade or commerce among the several 
states shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor.” It may well seem to a manufac-’ 
turing town or to a farming region that the 
law is violated when one railroad magnate 
contends that he must be allowed to monop- 
olize its trade, and other magnates agree 
that they will not interfere with him if he 
will not interfere with them. 

No American is disturbed in mind when 
African or.Asiatic territories are spoken of. 
by European nations as being within their 
respective spheres of influence,” but it is. 
fair to assume that nearly every American 
is irritated when told that his city or state 
lies within the “sphere of influence of 

some railroad system. He does not relish 
the inference that he belongs to the Union 
Pacific, the Missouri Pacific, or some 
other road, and cannot carry on in- 
tercourse with the outer world except 
through it. It is to be hoped that the names 


of the half dozen railroad “ spheres” into 
which the country will be partitioned take 
their place. | 

How the unwritten agreements in re- 
straint of trade of men who control great 
railroad systems can be attacked is not: 
clear. Holding companies like the Northern 
Securities can broken up, but what can

It is hard to make a fight against 
an “understanding,” no matter how palp- 
able and injurious its consequences may be.

HEN a monarch W Aware that his 

clalms to.illustgious ancestry are 
treated with incredulity: and a for- 

elgner appears upon the scene and 
places in his hands a document 
proving the truth of his assertions he natur- 

ally is disposed to feel most kindly towards 
the individual in question and to overwhelm 

him with favors. This is precisely what 
Hugues Le Roux, an exceedingly clever 
Frenchman, half journalist, half diplomat, 
has managed to accomplish in Abyssinia. 

The ruler of that country always bas in- 
sisted, like his predecessors on the throne, 
that he is descended in a direct line from the 
Jewish king, Solomon, and from the Ethio- 
plan queen of Sheba, the founder of the reign- 
ing house of Abyssinia, Menelik by name, 
na ving been born to the queen shortly after 
her return from her memorable visit to King 
Solomon at Jerusalem. 

Le Roux after obtaining permission from 
the negus to visit the island of the sacred 
lake of Zonai in the interior discovered there 
in a semi-ruined monastery papyri dating 
‘back to the days of King Solomon and the 
queen of Sheba, which establish the truth of 
the relations of the Ethiopian queen and of 
King Solomon, and ascribe to him the pa- 
ternity of Menelik, the son to whom she gave 
birth on her return home, and who founded 
the present line of rulers of Abyssinia. 

So delighted was the present Emperor 
Menelik with this discovery that he not only 
conferred upon Le Roux the Grand Cross 
of his Order of Solomon, of which King Ha- 
ward is the only other grand cordon, but. 
likewise gave him permission to continue the 
railroad line from its present terminus of 
Diridana to Addis Abeda, the capital of the 
empire, only stipulating that Le Roux shall 
obtain the approval of the English govern- 
ment to the scheme. Although the rallroad, 
which runs from the French seaport on the 


with French capital, it has passed to a great 
extent into the hands of English investors. 

Both France and England have been en- 
deavoring for years without success to ge: 
Menelik to allow the railroad to be con- 
tinued from Diridana to the capital, and Le 
Roux’s victory has given as much satisfac- 
tion to France as to England, since it vir- 
tually will have the effect of opening up the 
Ethiopian empire to the trade of both coun- 
tries. 

— 

Ot still greater interest from a scientific 
and archeological point of view is the per- 
"mission which Le Roux has obtained from 
the negus’ to institute a thorough explora- 
tion of the islands of the sacred lake of 
Zonal. These islands, which, until the day 
when visited. by Le Roux, never had been 
seen, save in the distance, by any white man, 
are dotted with ancient monasteries, most.of 
them in ruins. and only a few of them in- 
habited by ignorant monks, who have no 
knowledge or power to comprehend the im- 
portance of the treasures that are con- 
tained within the walls of their abode. 

For it is known that at the time of the 
great Mohammedan — invasion, about 400 
years ago, all the sacred relics and the 
treasures of the nation, all the historical 
records, and, in Tact, everything of value, 
was bundled off to the monasteries on the 
island of Zonai and concealeu there in order 
to protect them ‘from being carried off or 
destroyed by the Moslems. 

It is a matter of tradition in Abyssinia and 
of belief in the scientific world of Europe 
that the original Jewish ark of the covenant’ 
containing the Mosalcal stone tables of laws, 
the seven branch candlestick, and all the 
other treasures of the Temple of Solomon, 
which disappeared from Jerusalem at the 
time of the so-called Jewish captivity, were 
dispatched by the Jewish high priests for 
safety to Abyssinia. where the queen of 
Sheba had. since her return from Jerusa- 
lem, established the Jewish faith, which 
subsisted until Christianity was introduced 
into the country a few centuries after the 
birth of Christ. It is generally believed that 
the ark of the covenant, along with all the 
other relics contained in the holy of holies of 
the Temple of Solomon, will be found in some 
‘of these monastery islands of Lake Zonal. 
Whether these suppositions are well 
founded or not, there is no doubt that t 
thorough — systematic exploration of the 
sacred islands of Lake Zonai will result in 
finds of extraordinary value and interest 
from a scentific and archeological and an 
historical point of view,’ since, owing to the 
jealous care with which foreigners have been 
kept away from the islands, they are from 
the point of view of the explorer to all in- 
tents and purposes virgin soll. 

Hugues Le Roux, who thus has sprung into 
much prominence, has traveled in this coun- 
try extensively and written much about it. 
Among his friends in Europe is Princess 
Waldemar of Denmark. by birth a princess 
of the house of Orleans, and daughter of 
the duke @ Chartres. who served on the 
staff of Gen. McClellan during the civil war. 
Several months after Le Roux first made 
the -acquaintanee of the princess in France 
he passed through Copenhagen, and, in ac- 
cordance with the promise that he had made 


to her to visit her if ever he was in Denmark, 


he asked for an audience, and was requested 
to call at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. - 
— 


. On arriving at the palace and entering he 
caught sight of, what he believed to be Zola, 
the favorite black poodle of his friend, M. 
Berendsen, the French consul at Copen- 
hagen, with whom He was staying. Con- 
vinced that the animal had followed him 
from the consulate he did his best to “shoo ” 
him towards home. He had scarcely reached 
the salon, the servant having’ left him for 
the purpose of announcing his name to the 
princess, when to his horror he perceived 
Zola gamboling about in the room in the 
most free and unconstrained manner, and 
amusing himself by jumping on and off a 
dainty pink silk upholstered sofa. Realizing 
that there was no time to lose, he grabbed 
hold of the animal by the collar, and was in 
the act of assisting him through the door 
by kicks and slaps when he suddenly heard 
a voice inquiring: 

„What on earth are you doing to the dog? 

Looking up he found himself face to face 
with the princess, whose features betrayed 
not only amazement but also a certain 
amount of indignation. Embarrassed, M. 
Le Roux replied: 

“TI beg ten thousand pardons, Mme. la 
Princesse; this horrible dog of my friend’s 
has insisted on following me right into the 


friend's dog!’ exclaimed the 
princess; why, that is mine.” 

The sentiments of the Frenchman can be 
more easily imagined than described, and it 
is difficult to say whether it was the whining 
and limping poodle, suffering from the kicks, | 
or M. Le Roux who presented a more com- 
pletely demoralized aspect as they followed 
the princess back into the salon, where she 
burst into such an uncontrollable fit of 
laughter at the piteous look on her visitor's 
face that every feeling of Irritation vanished.

The marquis de Segur, who has just been 
awarded the prix Gobert by the French 
academy, is regarded at Paris as the most 
likely candidate for the next vacant seat 
among the “immortals.” He is the head of 
an ancient family which has been as dis- 
tinguished in the realms of literature as on 
the battlefield and in the affairs of state. 
One of his most celebrated ancestors was the 
great marshal de Segur. Two other of his 
ancestors, both of them famous generals, 
were members of the academy at the same 
time, while the grandmother of the mar- 
quis (daughter of the Russian general, Count 
‘Rostopchine, who commanded Moscow at 
the time of the French invasion of Russia in 
1812, and set fire to the city rather than 
to allow it to harbor Napoleon and his army) 
was that countess de Segur whose name 
figures as the author on the title page of 
a whole series of most charming books for 


children, which. although published more 
| than half a century ago, are still as popular 


today as when they first appeared. 

The literary achievements of the marquis 
are historical in character, his last work— 
the one which has just won for him the 
Gobert prize of the academy—being a history 
of the life and career of the marechal de 
Luxembourg. The marquis lives with his 
immensely rich father-in-law, the Baron 
Hely d'Oissel, in a most hospitable mansion 
on the avenue de Jena, at Paris, where the 
honors are done by the marquise, who is 
usually assisted by her sister-in-law, the 
comtesse de Guerne, 80 celebrated in all 


the Parisian salons for her superb voice.

T. F. O’Connor’s Analysis of the Rus

It was in 1866," says a writer in a contem- 
porary, and Kouropatkin applied for em- 
ployment in the Khokand expedition, being 
at the time an obscure lieutenant without in- 
fluence. He petitioned his colonel to that 
effect, and his comrades, according to the 
Russian custom, petitioned on his behalf. The 
colonel refused, and dismissed the petition- 
ers, but Kouropatkin remained behind, 
standing at the foot of the staircase, where 


the young officer still waiting to speak to him.

“You're the sort of man the army wants.“ 
Quite so. Just now the Russian army needs 
all the patience with which it can be inspired 
fgom headquarters, if ever an army did. And 
now let me further illustrate this trait uf 
Kouropatkin's by some passages from Mr. 
Geoffrey Drage's admirable book, Russian. 
Affairs.” 

: The last of the great men I have chosen 
to represent the ideals by which Russia is 
animated.“ writes Mr. Drage, is Gen. Kou- 
ropatkin, the man on whom the mantle of the 
famous Gen. Skobeleff has fallen, and who 
has been since 1808 minister of war. He is 
the most brilliant soldier and one of the most 
capable administrators in the service of the 
czar. Practically in the prime of life, en- 
downed with indomitable will and untiring 
industry, the strictest of disciplinarians, he 
is gentle and modest in manner. He has 
had more than thirty-five years of military 
service, and has won the affectién and re- 
spect of all who*have served under him. 

He has studied the practice of war under 
a great chief, and has an intimate knowledge 
of the peoples of the east and the balance of 
power in Asia. His first distinctions were 
gained in 1868, when, at the age of 20, he as- 
sisted at the storming -of Samarkand, and 
won the Orders of St. Stanislaus and St. 
Anne for distinguished gallantry. The years | 
1871-'4 were spent in a course of special 
studies at the staff college, which was fol- 
lowed by promotion to the rank of captain 
In 1878 he was sent on a’ special mission to 
France and Germany, in the course of which 
he took part in an expedition from Algiers 
into the Sahara and became Knight of the 
Legion of Honor.

On the outbreak of the Russo-Turkish war 
in 1877 Kouropatkin became Heutenant col- 
one! and chief of the staff to Gen. Skobeleff, 
and greatly distinguished himself at Plevna. 
Indéed there is little doubt that some of 
Skobeleff's laurels were won by him. Sko- 
beleff was a dashing, impetuous, reckless 
leader; Kouropatkin the cool, patient, cal- 
culating corrective who restrained him.

He 
quoted the mayor as saying this of an inter- 
view which he had with William F. Harrity 
of Philadelphia, a diregtor in the Union Trac- 
tion company:

CHICAGO INSTITUTIONS SEND OUT 
AROUND $1,000,000 DAILY. 


Movement Is to Southwest and North 


west—Firmer Tone in Moncey and an 
Advance in Rates This Week Is Pre- 
dieted—Better Trade in Practically 
All Lines—Dry Goods Demand Act- 
Ave and Some Lines of Cotton Ad- 
vance One-Quarter Cent. 


Chicago banks have begun to ship freely 
money to the southwest and northwest. In 
the closing Bas nye of last week the amount 
averaged from 5780000 to $1,000,000. dally.

ing down deposits and changing th« 
character of the money market. The prin- 
cipal shipping banks are the First National, 
Continental National, Corn Exchange, Com- 
mercial National, and the Merchants’ Loan 
and Trust company. First National ship- 
ments ranged from $200,000 to $600,000 daily 
in the last week. The Continental was run- 
ning at the rate of $175,000 daily, the Com- 
mercial National $200,000, the Corn Exchange 
22 000, and the Merchants Loan more than 

The outward movement has encouraged 
the banks to ask for better rates of inter- 
est. It now is easier to secure 4% per cent 
than it was a fortnight ago. There is still 
some 4 per cent money, on both time and 
call? but buying of commercial paper has 
slackened. 


Higher Rates Thie Week. 

It is probable this week will see a pro- 
nounced hardening of rates. After a dull 
quarter the banks are anxious to bring about 
a 5 per cent money market. In many in- 
stances they are now charging that rate. This 
applies specially to counter business, Coun- 
try banks, too, freely are asked to pay 5 per 
cent, although there always are exceptions 
to any going rate. It is probable that locally 
4% per cent now is more nearly the ruling 
rate than it was at the beginning of last week. 

The New York bank statement of Saturday, 
showing a decrease of $9,872,000 in excess re- 
serve, helped the money market, and may 
be the cause of some selling of stocks, on the 
theory that an increase in interest rates ad- 
versely will affect stock quotations. 

The market for securities remained firm 
throughout the week, and there is a fixed be- 
lief in both New York and Chicago that 
securities will not seriously be disturbed by 
‘any money rates that are likely to obtain. 
As previously pointed out, the needed funds 
are in bank, instead of being employed in 
etock market operations. 


Weekly Bank Statement. 
Loans increased $18,185,400 in Saturday- 


showing. This is an unusually large expan- 
sion and apparently Indicates some draft on 


the money market for stock operations. The.

Healthy Tone to Genera] Trade. 

General trade conditions during the week 
showed a healthy tone and all lines showed a 
near approach to normal fallactivity. There 
was increased activity in the dry goods trade. 
Retailers reported a growing demand and 
among jobbers a rosy view was taken of pros- 
pects in the immediate future. Many buyers 
were in Chicago and all lines of dry goods 
were active; in fact, dealers report the best 
week of the season. 

A few lines of cotton goods were marked up 
10, stocks having been reduced noticeably. 
In the light and heavy hardware trade there 
was marked improvement, especially in wire 
nails, the price of which has been cut. De-

Domestic Coals Do Better. 

There was an advance of 10% in anthracite. 
A feature of the week was an improvement 
in the demand for domestic coals, while buy- 
ing of steam coals still was slow. 

The Black Diamond says of the situation: 

„General trade conditions pertaining to 
coal are more encouraging this week than 
they have been at any time previously within 
the last six months. is statement does not 
signify that prices are on a satisfactory 
basis and that the volume of business is 
larger than can be taken care of, for there 
is plenty of room for improvement without 
any of these extreme conditions being 
reached. The meaning intended to be con- 
veyed, however, is that there has been a 
gradual improvement. In the bituminous 
list the greatest improvement has occurred 
in domestic coals. Early orders are coming 
in quite freely. The weakest branch of the 
bituminous trade in the west continues to be 
in steam coals. Screenings and the small 
sizes are extremely dull in the Chicago mar- 
ket, and elsewhere it is reported that demand 
is scarcely sufficient to cover production. 

In the western anthracite trade the de- 
mand last week was spotted. Some of the 
shippers report they have had a larger run 
of orders than the latter part of last week, 
while others say that business is holding 
steady on about the same basis as a week 
ago. Much depends on the territory which is 
reached by the different shipping companies. 
Those which move a large tonnage to parts 
of the west where the crops have already 
been harvested are undoubtedly beginning to 
feel some of the benefits which always follow 


the harvest season.’

LONDON MARKET JONE BETTER. 


Interest in Speculation Appears to Be 
Widening, While Money Supply 
Is Abunitant. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

NDON, Sept. 3.—September has opened 
well, and now that public interest in the 
markets appears to be widening the great 
problem again presents itself 4s to how long 
it is likely to last. To that question only 
the coming months can supply the answer, 
but there will be much surprise as well as 
disappointment if the stock exchange does 
not, between the present time and the end 
of the year, transact a growing amount of 
business, both on behalf of the investor and 
speculator. 

One of the most noticeable differences in 
the stock exchange how compared with the 
appearance a month ago is the great in- 
crease shown in the daily attendance of 
members, and the markets seem to be fuller 
than they have been in months. 

Home railways are doing well in the mat- 
ter of dividends, and there is a possibility 
of a coal strike in the north. As regards 
the American market, prices are,considera- 
bly above last year in spite of bad trade. 
On Wednesday a reaction set in in the Amer- 
ican railway market, but that could hardly 
be sald to mean much of a setback, being 
attributed to the closing of accounts prior 
to a two days’ holiday in New York. 

In the early part of the week money was 
in considerable demand, owing to the end 
of the month and stock exchange require- 
ments. Consequently it was found neces- 
sary to have recourse to the Bank of Eng- 
land, which lent a considerable amount at 
3% per cent. Next week the large amounts 
borrowed from the bank will have to be re- 
paid and money also will be required for the 
issue of 812.500.000 treasury bills, while usual 


autumn and harvest demands will shortly 


make themselves felt. 

On the other hand, there appears no rea- 
son why the market should not be able to 
meet demands that are likely to be made in 
the immediate future. Present monetary 
conditions seem likely to continue for some 
time.
